A MONG the many miillions in 
America and Europe, who te- 
jeice in your election to oilice ; we 
embrace. the frit bpportunity 
which we have enjoyed,in our cai- 
le&tive capacity, fince your inavgu- 
ration, to exprefs our great fatis- 
falion tn your appointment to the 
Chief Magiltracy of the U. States : 
And theugh our mode of expref- 
fion may be lefs courtly and pom- 
pons,than what many others cloath 
theis addreiies with, we beg you, 
Sir, to believe that none are more 
fincere. 

Our fentiments are uniformly 
on the fide of religious tiberty—- 
That religion is at alltimes and 
placesa matte: between God and 
individuals— That no man ought 
to fuffer i in name, perfon or cfs 
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on aegount of his religious opin— 
ions— That the legitimate power 
of civil government extends ne 
further than to punifh the man 
whe works tll to bis meighbour. But, 
Sir, our conftitution of government 
is not fpecific.. Our ancient ehar- 
ter, together with the laws made 
under it, were adopted, as the bafis 
of our government, at the time of 
our revolution ; and fuch had been 
our laws and ufages, and fuch ftill 
are, that religion is confidered as 
the firlt objeét of legiflation : and 
therefore, what religious privileges 
we enjoy (as a minor part of the 
fiate) we enjoy as favors granted & 
‘not as inalienable rights ; and thefe 
favors we receive at the expence 
of fuch degrading acknowledge- 
ments, as are ineonfiftent with 
the rights of freemen. It is not 
to be wondered at therefore, if 
thefe men, who feek after power 
and gain, under the pretence of go- 
vernment and religion, fhould re- 
proach their fellowmen—fhould 
geproach their Chief Magpiftrate, as 
an enemy of religion, law & good 
order, becaufe he will neot—does 
not aflume the prerogatives of }x- 
HOVAK and make laws to govern 
the kingdom of Chrift. 

Sir, we are fenlible that the Pre- 
fident of the U. States, is not the 
national legiflature ; and alfo fen- 
fible that the national government 
cannot deftroy the laws of ezch 
ftate ; but our hopes are ftrong, 
that the fentiments of our beloved 
Prefident which have had fuch ge- 
nial effect already, like the radient 
beams ef the fun; will thine and 

revail thro’ all thefe flates and 
all the world, till Hierarchy and 
tyranny be deftroyed from the 
earth. Sir, when we refle& en 


your paft fervices and fee a glow of 
philanthropy and good will, thin 
ing forth in a courfe of more than 
thirty years ; we have reafon to be- 
lieve, that America’s God has raif. 
ed you up to fill the chair of ftae, 
gut of that good will which he 
bears to the many millions which 
you prefide ever. May God 
{trengthen you for the arduous talk, 
which Providence and the voice of 
the people have called you to fuf. 
tain :—and fupport you in. your 
adminiftration againit. all the: pre.

O* Thurfday the roth ultimo, 
the Circuit Court of the U, 
States, for the diftri€t ‘of Ohio, 
met at Cineinnatti.—The follow- 
ing is‘an Extract from the Addrefs 
of Judge M‘Clung on opening the 
Court ; 

If we for a moment cat our 
eyes around the world, we fhall 
find that flavery and a great difre- 
gard of the rights of men and citi- 
zens, every where prevail except 
in America ; that our governments 
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alone are founded on the princi- 
ples of liberty, equality of rights 
and the public will and opinion 
collected from the reprefentatives 
of the people, and have nothing to 
fupport them but public virtue, or 
that moral obligation which every 


man feels himfelf under to and in’ 


the execution of the laws, for the 
fake of perfonal fecurity and fecu- 
rity of property. Every man knows 
that itis the principle of our go- 
vernment, that the majority muft 
"gir ; and that itis the duty of 
the minority to acquiefce. | Drfa- 
vow this principle, and you at 
once unhinge all free government, 
and anarchy and difcerd muft en- 
fue. 

“‘ Our government refts not on 
force or any military eftablifhmente 
like the eorrupt governments of 
the old world, and I truft never: 
will. We have made the expersi- 
ment, whether man is capable of 
felf government, and it has com- 
pletely fucceeded. Jideed it is ine 
fulting and degrading human na- 
ture to avow the contrary,and con- 
tradi€ts a found maxim in politics, 
that all men are equal in, point pf 
civil rights. Our governmeat then 
is peculiarly the government of 
the people—it refts on public will 
— it is fupported by public opinion, 
and it is the duty of every citizen 
of whatever denomination,politieal 
or religious, to contribute his aid 
to the executive and judicial pow- 
ers in their endeaveurs towards a 
faithtal execution of the laws. 

“ Noman can excufe himfelf 
on the ground of difapproving the 
meafures of government. By be- 
coming a citizen he has tacitly a- 
greed to fubmit to the majority. 
ifene man has a right to refufe 
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his aid, every man has the fame 
right, which is avowing a princi- 
le that goes at once to the de- 
firu@ion of all tree government, & 
gives a colour to the flavifh and 
degrading do€trine, that man is 
incapable of governing himfel!. 

“I do not mean to inculcate 
the opinion, that peaceable & con- 
flitational means fhould not be 
purfued te procure a change of. 
meafures that may be thought 
wrong ; the one is equally a duty 
with the other. Ali I mean is this, 
that until a Jaw or meafere of go- 
vernment is altered ur changed in a 
conftitutional manner, it is the du. 
ty of every citizer to lend his aid 
in carrying it into iull effect and

The friendly and reafonable for— 
eigner, whether Reman, Protcflant, 
er Hebrew, whether rich or poor, 
or fubftantial, whether learned, or 
unlearned, hasa fair and promifin 
opportunity to employ himfelf er 
his money here. Though Ame- 
rica {till centinues to be an exce//ent 
peer man’s country, ithas become a 
good country for the /ubfantial & 
the rich, Our ftruggles, for the 
Isft nine years, to keep out of war, 
will prove it tobe a proper manfion 
for the fincere frieads of humanity 
and peace.
